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being about to erhozt $pepple to faith, 
ſpeaketh after this manner, To daie if 
you wil heare his voice;&:c, Wheras to 
heare, oftẽtimes is takẽ to beleæue.

So then hee that planteth is nothing, 
nor he that watereth, but God which 
giueth increaſe, Which dodrine agrees 
eth with Auguſtine , where hee layth, 
Chat which we haue to learn al mens 
hands, let euerie one learne, pea learn, 
at mans hands without dildaine, & let 
vs not go about to tempt him in whom 
we belteue: neither beeing decetacd, let 
vs not thinke ſcoꝛne to go to Church to 
heare 
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heare oꝛ learne out of bokes,lokintTil

dring and hiding themſelues in de-

JfChaiſk, 
whoſe whole life was nothing elſe but 
croſſes and afflictions, coulde not enter 
his gloꝛie, but by ſuffering, is it reaſon 
that the ſernaunt ſhoulde bee pꝛiuiled⸗ 
ged aboue his maiſter? What ſhonlds 
J here ſpeak of the Apoſtolike Church 
which enen to this date is moſt blows 
dilie perfecufedof Antichꝛiſt + his hell- 
houndes 2 What cruel! perſecutions 
were there in the ſpace of thx hun⸗ 
d2ed and eighteene yeres , when the 
Church Apoſtolike was as it were, in 
the infancic? Firſt by Nero that hloud 


nithed John into the Ile of Pathmos: 
thirdly by Traiane, who publiſhed moſt 
terrible Edics againſt the Chaiftians, 
vnder whome that moſt notable pꝛea⸗ 
cher and martyꝛ Ignatius, with many 
excellent leruaunts of Chꝛiſt Fn 

are 
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vnko wilde beaſtes fo be fozne and de⸗ 
uoured: fourthlꝑ by Verus, under who 
Polycarpus was burnt in fire, and Iræ- 
neus Biſhop of Lions beheaded with 
the {woozd, Fiftly, by Septimius Se- 
uerus, who crowned many a Saint 
with the garlande of martyzdome , a- 
mongſt whom is reckoned Leonidas p 
Father of Origene, Sixtip, by Iulius 
Maximinus, who plaide the bloudie ty- 
rant againſt the Church, Seuenthly by 
Decius, who pꝛoclaimed molt hozrible 
Edictes againſt the faithfull, in whoſe 
time was Saint Laurence bzoiled bp- 
pon a gridyzon , Cightly by Licinius 
Valerianus, who plaide the tyꝛant as 
gainſt Chꝛiſt and the members of his 
bodie, in which bloudie bzoyle were 
ſlaine Cornelius and Cyprian, twa 
molt excellent men. Ninthlie, by Va- 
lerius Aurelianus, who rather infended 
than ended his wicked u bngodly pꝛac⸗ 
tiles. Laſtlie by Diocleſian, Maximi- 
nian, and the reſt, whoſe hoꝛrible per⸗ 
ſecutions agapnſt the Churche of 
Chꝛiſte are verie perfecklie depain⸗ 
ted of Euſebius, who was a ſpectatoz 
B4 and 
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and eie witnes of ſo bloudie a pageant. 
But to come to our ſelues. Mhat lions 
ab2oade, what foxes at home haue cons 
ſpired to murther p members of Chaift, 
had not the Loꝛde in mercie diſcouered 
their tonſpiracies, and pꝛeuented their 
treacheries, putting a hooke in the 
noſethꝛils, and a ſnaffle in the mouthes 
of mercileſſe tpꝛantes? What mercie 
hath he ſhewed in ſhielding and ſhelte- 
ring vs, from the tyzannte of the 
bloudie Spantardcs, who intended the 
ouerthꝛowe of our Countrie, the ſacks 
ing of our cities, the murthering of 
men and women, to dach the bꝛaines of 
tender babes againſt the ſfones, Theſs 
are Sathans impes, Antichziſtian hel⸗ 
hounds, which thinke to ſwallowe vp 
all things an hundꝛed furlonges befoze 
them, which lie in wait to ſtop the pal⸗ 
ſage of the Golſpell, and fo extinguiſhe 
the light of Gods holy woꝛd, gaping af- 
ter thoſe blacke dates of darknes. But 
he whoſe dwelling is abone the clouds, 
holdeth the ſtearne, and gouerneth all 
things both in heauen and in earth, ꝛ is 
able euen with one blaſt ok his * 
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fo suerthꝛow all their wicked deuices, 
although the heathen rage imagine 
vaine things. The kings of the earth 
ſtand vp & aſſemble themſelues toge- 
ther againſt the Lorde and againſt his 
annointed, Although they take wic⸗ 
ked counſaile , and deuiſe denilliſh 
moanes fo baniſh out ot the woꝛlde ths 
godlie pꝛofeſſours ot his Goſpell , al⸗ 
though they trauaile with wickedneſſe 
and conceiue and bꝛing foꝛth miſchiefe 
lurke in ſecrete with their garriſons, 
like lions ſtretch their greedie thꝛoates.

Foz the P20- 
phet Eſay cryeth ont ſaying : The Lorde

vineyarde : the ſpoile of the poore is in 
your houſes. And Amos in the thitde 
Chapter of his Pꝛophecie cryeth ; They 
ſtoore vp treaſures in their pallaces by 
violence and robberie. Therefore thus 
ſaith the Lord God. miſeries ſhal inuade 
thee on euerie ſide of the lande, and the 
enimie ſhall bring downe thy ſtrength 
or riches from thee and thy palaces ſhall 
be ſpoiled.
